Alberta Farmer Has Flair For Fine 


Wood Carvings From Juniper Roots 


mood and shape. Carvings pro- 
nounced perfect by connoisseurs 
are mostly of nude women or fe- 
minine forms draped with long, 
swaying garments. He also has 
carved Indians, runners, and 
witches similar to thdse describ- 
ed in Shakespeare's “Macbeth” 
and one of his most treasured 
pieces is a figure of Mahatma 
Gandhi which is almost complete 
in detail and mood. Made of cot- 
tonwood, this carving is a true 
likeness of the great Indian lead- 
er. ‘ 
Mr. Hodgson estimates he has 
made more than 1,000 figufes 
since beginning his hobby and 
has received from $25 to $150 
each for pieces of his work.

(By the Ottawa Staff of the 
Canadian Press) 

Ottawa, July 29 (CP) — Par- 
Hament Hill sees a dual Nation- 
al-Provincial purpose behird the 
announcement by Walter A. Tuc~ 
ker (L.- Rosthern) that he will 
stand for the Provincial leader- 
ship of the Liberal party at its 
Saskatchewan convention in Sas- 
katoon early in August. 

Original opponents of the pro- 
posals were believed to include 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King, 
but he, like others, bowed before 
the argument that the party’s 
survival as a national voice re- 
sures a comeback on the Prair- 
es. 

Agriculture Minister Gardiner, 
the Prairie spokesman in the ca- 
binet and in the Liberal ranks, is 
probably more aware than any- 
one else of that requirement. He 
and Mr. Tucker are the only Lib- 
eral members for a Saskatche- 
wan that expresses itself Feder- 
aily through a husky C.C.F. con- 
tingent. 

If he does leave Ottawa, the 
Veterans Committee of the Com- 
mons will lose a chairman regard- 
ed as being without betters in his 
knowledge of ex-servicemen's le- 
gislation.

LABOR: Expectations are that 
Provincial Labor Ministers will 
be invited to Ottawa early in Sep- 
tember to discuss the future of 
labor relations legislation. La- 
bor Minister Mitchell announc- 
ed some time ago that he pro- 
posed holding such a conference 
and indications are it may be held | 
within a few weeks. H 

Jurisdiction in labor relations is 
normally in the hands of the pro- 
vinces but during the war it was 
taken over on a temporary basis 
by the Dominion. Under that 
authority a Federal labor code 
was Introduced applicable to war 
industries with the provision that 
it might be applied generally by 
any province. 

A wide variety ‘of industries 
came under the definition of war 
plants, including for example au- 
tomobile manufacturers, and the 
code is still in effect but the gov- 
ernment feels the time has come 
to consider the future of such le 
gislation. 

One of the main points of the 
code is compulsory collective 
bargaining, requiring employers 
to bargain in good faith with re- 
ognized representatives of their 
employees. / Unions can go be- 
fore Labor Relations Boards_ for 
certification as representatives. 

What the future of the legisla- 
tion is to be is highly. problem- 
atical.
